The revenue collected at Shang- 
hai in 1906 amounted to Hk. Tis. 
12,123,817, an increase of about 
Tis, 750,000 over that of the 
preceding year. Export duties were 
responsible for an increase of over 
Tis. 300,000, w! tonnage dues 
exceeded those of 1906 by Tie. 
183,525, “a testimony to the ever- 
growing size of steamers 
the port." It is disappointing 
to note that duties paid under the 
British flag were less by more than 
‘Tle. 500,000, while the Japanese 
fing exhibits an increase of over 
Tle, 1,000,000, having been aug- 
mented by 700 per cent and having 
recovered with interest the trede 
lost during the war. The German 
‘and Chinese flags show an iucrease 
of aboud Tis. 200,000 and Tle, 
60,000 respectively. ‘The gross 
value of the imports which arrived 
here during the year was Tis 
227,535,546, of which goods to the 
value of T's. 152 563,396 were re- 
exported to Hongkong, foreign 
countries, and other par's of China. 
‘These figures were less by about 
‘Tis. 32,000,000 than those of 1905, 
but the results of both years include 
vast stocks of piece-goods which 
were ordered at the close of the war. 
While English cotton staples show 
only a slight decrease below the 
high average of the past four years, 
‘at the end :f the first half-year 
there was on hand a s'ock of Ame- 
rican domestics actually in excess of| 
any previous year’s whole importa- 
tion. Woollens remained almost 
normal, and brown and refined sugar 
showed an increase of 176,000 piculs. 
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Though American case-oil decreased 
by nbout 15,000,000 gallons, and 
Russian oil disappenred almost en- 
tirely, American bulk oil showed a 
slight inerease, Sumatra case oil 
was augmented by sixty per cent or 
‘over 1,000,000 ca:es, and Sumatra 
oil in bulk fell off to the extent of 
about 3,000,000 gallons. Forty-five 
million square feet of timber were 
imported, a remarkable increase 
over the nineteen million square 
feet imported in 1905. The chief 
addition to the revenue is found 
under export and re-exports, While 
the export of black teas, mostly to 
Russia, was augmented by 70,000 
piculs, the high exchange that 
prevailed was responsible for a 

iminution of the export of green 
teas by about 25,000 piculs. ‘The 
revenue derived from the export 
of straw braid was Tis, 300,000 in 
excess of that of last year, bub of 
the 101,556 piculs that left Shang- 
hai no less thav 89,233 piculs were 
re-exported, most of which came 
originally from Kiaochao. ‘The 
cotton crop was poor on the whole 
though there was a slight increase 
in exports, Silk, with the exception 
of re-reeled raw silk declined, the 
crop of cocoons being cousiderably 
below the average both in Chekiang 
and Kiangsu. 

The most remarkable feature of 
the coasting trade was the falling 
off during the year of the trade 
between Shanghai and Newchwang. 
The imports and exports showed 
adecrease of ls. 1,000,000 and 
over Tis. 1,500,000 respectively. 
Other ports showed aw corres- 
ponding increase in imports from 
Shanghai. Imports to Shanghai 
from the China coast sbowed a 
decrease of about Tis. 2,000,000 in 
beans, and Ts. 1,500,000 in ni 
sugar, while sesamum seed in- 
creased by about Tis. 1,000,000 or 
30 per cent, aud wood-oil, gout- 
skinsand si iece-goods also" 
showed a ci erable increase 
Turning to shipping, we notice that 
the total tonnage of all the vessels 
that visited the port in 1906 aggre- 
gated 17,372,962 tons, about 
3,000,000 tons more than in 1905,

BRITISH NAVAL 
MANCEUVRES. 

July 2 
_Nor the least interesting section 
in Brassey's Naval Anoual is the 
account given of Inst year's 
marceuvres, which will bear 
capitulation ab this juncture. 
‘The special feature of the man- 
euvres of 1906 was the attempt of 
the Admiralty to secure the co- 
operation of the mercantile marine. 
While it was found impossible to 
imulate the actual conditions of a 
ritime wir, owing to the small 














number of vessela that accepted the 
Admiralty’s proposals, the co-opera- 
tion of merchant vessels even on so 
small a scale tended to make the 
mancuvres more realistic, and, 
doubtless, enhanced their practical 
value. The general idea of the 
operations may be summarized as 
follows: it was assumed that war 
had broken out between @ strong 
naval Power (Baty nd a weaker, 
but nevertheless formidable Naval 
Power (Blue). The Blue Admiral 
would not be likely to risk a general 
engagement unless he could bring « 
portion of the Red Fleet into action 
atatime. If tbe Red Nation was 
largely dependent on its commerce, 
he might, by an attack on its sea: 
borne trade, be able to create a 
national panie, which might compel 
the Red Commander-in-Chief to 
disperse his forces to anextent that 
neither the actual risk to commerce 
nor sound strategy would justify. 
‘The manmuvres were intended to 
solve the problem of ‘the actual 
risks to which trade was likely to 
be exposed under these conditions. 
Red territory consisted of England 
with defended ports at Milford, 
Falmouth, Portland, Plymouth, 
Portsmouth, Sheerness, Swansea, 
Cardiff and Barry. Blue territory 
consisted of Scotlund, Ireland and 
the Ohannel Islands, with defended 
ports at the Firth of Forth, Queens- 
town, Berehaven and Alderney, 
The strength of the hostile flcets 
will be seen from « arts wa be 
concluding paragraph. e sphere 
of operations was bounded roughly 
by the Shetlands on the North and 
Madeira to the South. The West- 
ern Limit was Long. 20 W., about 
470 miles West of the const of 
Ireland ; the Eastern boundary may 
be defined ay a line drawn from 
Genoa to Tunis in the Mediterrane- 
an. The Blue Fleet w’s concen- 

















trated at Berehaven and ad’ stroyer 
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flotilla operated from Lagos. The 
Red battleships were at Milford 
Haven and Gibraltar, and there 
+ were cruiser squadrons at Devon- 
port and Falmouth, A series of 
signals for co-operating merchant 
men was arranged, and certain re- 
strictions prevented the Blue force 
from attacking trade in the imme- 
dinte neighbourhood of h-me ports 
or of the Gut of Gibraltar. ‘ 
It is impossible to give more than 
a brief summary of what took place. 
The Blue Admiral’s th Cruiser 
aquadron, with most of his destroy- 
ere operated from bis home ports, 
‘and succeeded in doing consider- 
able damage to trade. Operations 
began ab noon on June 24. The 
main Blue Squadron left Ban.ry 
Bay immediately, and took up 
its prescribed positions off the coast 
of Portugal in three parallel lines, 
Ens and V ‘West, the battle-fieet oc- 
cupying the centre line, A net 
was thus spread through which 
no merchant vessel could prs 
undetected in ordinary wenther. 
Bat this disposition was liable to be 
broken up as soon as the Red fleet 
appeared, and less than twelve 
hours after the Blue vessels had 
taken up their stations they were 
dispersed. On the evening of 
June 27 the Blue Northern line 
(cruisers) was in full flight. The 
baitle squadron had lost the 
Victorious and the Reyal Oak, 
while the Majestic’and Magnificent 
were detached onan errand that 
accomplished nothing. The Red 
Battle fleet and the Mediterranean 
Fleet had effectyd a junction, and 
three Blue cruisers had been put 
out of action. There was a cruiser 
action on June 29 in which the 
losses of the Red and Blue fleets 
were three and seven vessels 

















respectively. The preceding day 
thee {miral tnd discovered 
the 


position of, and given chase to, 


the Blue battleships, which were 
only saved by their speed. He 
pursued them until they had 


passed the Casquets, and then 
gare up the chase as he considered 
that the enemy could do no farther 
harm, By this time the Blue 
‘Admiral had only four battleships 
in company, the New Zealand 
having proceeded to Berebaven, as 
her speed was handicapping the 
remainder of the Fleet, On June 
30 the Blue Admiral came into 
wireless touch with Alderney, and 
thence he sent a message to the 
British Government stating that 
he had secured command of the 
Channel and demanding an in- 
demnity, at the same time 
threatening to bombard the un- 
defended coast towns, if any torpedo 
attacks were made on his Fleet. 
Tois triumphant message was not 
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could not ibly «tay to bombard 
the pel toy The Red Com- 
mander-in-Chief steered for Port- 
land, to coal, and this was the 
last phase of the operations. 

‘The strength and leases of the 
respective fleets will be seen in 
the following table :— 





‘The trade route was traversed by 
upwards of 400 vessels, but of 
these only ninety-four were liable 
to capture or destruction, and 
fifty-two of them, or fifty-five per 
eent, fell into the clutches of the 
Blue Fleet. While hee figures 
may appear, at first sight, alarming, 
the (bret Umpire considers. thas 
other factors in the ation must 
be taken into account, He points 
out that the system of sending 
merchant steamers in groups along: 
defini'ely arranged lines could not 
be fairly tried, as the number of| 
merchantships’ available was nob 
sufficient. A group of four s'enmers 
attacked by a single cruiser, 
might ull be captured or sunk, but, 
if twelve vessels were in company 
the chances were against more than 
four or 83.3 per cent being captur- 
ed bya single cruiser. By June 33 
the attack oo the trade routes 
was considerably disorganized and 
broken up, aud the Chief Umpire 
is of opinion that nt the beginning 
of the third week of the war 
all the enemy's commerce-destroy- 
ing ships would have been eivher 
captured or blockaded in thei 
defended ports. The Admiraliy 
considered that though » temporary 
commercial crisis might possibly be 
caused in London by the form of 
attack adopted by the Blue Fleet, 
“the complete defeatof the aggressor 
could not be long delayed, with the 
result that public confidence would 
be quickly re-estat lished and the 
security of British trade reassured, 
The Blue Commander-in-Chief was 
directed to out x plan of 
campaign which is generally nllow- 
ed to be strategically unsound, aud 
there is no doubt that, fettered as 
he was by these limitations, he 
achieved his mission with great 
ability.”

ineurring the trouble and expense 
of a long journey to the Dutch 
capital. The incident, however, 
serves to remind Japan that empire 
imposes a serious burden upon 
every nation, and that the world 
looks on as an interested spectator 
of her success or failure in this the 
highest stage of national develop- 
ment, For the preseat there xe 
no data for crediting her with 
ambitions for territorial expansion, 
and her primary aim abroad must 
be conquests in the spheres of 
commerce and industry, In the 
‘meantime her capacity for territorial 
empite will be subjected to a search- 
ing test in Korea and Formosa, 
and it is well that she should feel 
from the outset that the eyes of the 
world are upon her. The difficulties 
that confront the Protecting Power 
in Korea receive re- 
cognition; and although every 
administrative act of Japan in tha 
country will be subjected to the 
full glare of publicity, there will be 
tendency in authoritative circles, 
shown’ by the Franco-Japancse 
Agreement and M, Nelidof’s treat- 
ment of the Korean utabion at 
‘The Hague, to give Japan ample 
time to overcome preliminary 
obstacles and to lay on’a sound and 
permanent foundation the future 
rosperity of the peninsula in the 
interests of its people. 

In Formosa Japan's burden of 
empire has been upheld for 
longer period and with better 
success than in’ Korea, Twelve 
passed’ since the 
render of the island by Chine, 
i dustrially the 

ogress made in this period has 

en remarkable. From the 
Financial and Economic Annual of 
Japan’ for the current year we 
learn that the revenue of Formosa 
has been doubled in the last eight 
years and that not only is the island 
now nble to pay its own way, bub 
it is estimated that by 1910 
Jay will have made oud of 
the profits of her trade with her 
colony all that the islaud has 
cost her. Among the agricultural 
products of Formosa rice shows an 
increase of over 100 per cent. in 
the six years between 1900 and 
1905, while others record satisfac: 
tory progress, The railway which 
now intersects the island from north 
to south isrun ata profit; there 
are 6,000 miles of good roads and 
over 2,000 miles of telegraph wires. 
Even if the arguments of official 
apologists for monopolies do nob 
meet with general acceptance, it is 
clear that the history of Formoss 
spells one kind of progress. There 
remains, however, adistinct test of 
the success of a colonizing nation, 
the establishment of just govern 
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ment and the promotion of the 
interests of the people governed, 
The incidence of this test will 
entail fewer difficulties in the case 
of Formosa with its proportion of| 
semi-barbarous inhnbitants than in 
Korea where the susceptibilities of 
a semi-civilized race require more 
delicate treatment, Consequent!:

there are twice as many opium 
divans in the Settlement as there 
are in the native city, while 
no fair comparison on the mere 
basis of numbers can be instituted 
between the luxurious business 
rendezvous of which the houses in 
the Settlement to a large extent 
consist and “ the often indescribably 
filthy dens in the City and out- 
skirts.” Again the Council urges 
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that to withdraw the licensing 
tem, with its attendant super- 
vision aud control, is calculated to 
Iead to au increase of crime and to 
add to the difficulty and cost of 
policing the Settlement. Finally, 
there is the question of the 
yuaranteed funds «for the conser- 
vaney of the Huangpu, dependent 
on the opium revenue from Sze- 
chuan and Soochow, and the 
necessity of the French Settlement, 
where 320 houses are at present 
licensed, agreeing upon joint action 
with the International Settlement. 
All these arguments have been 
set forth in these columns as 
recently as on the day when the 
dens in the native city were closed, 
and they are clearly potent factors | 
in any final adjustment of the 
question: We miss, however, io 
the Municipal Minuies a clear 
statement of policy, which would 
bave been more in harmony with 
the Cou position in view of 
the certsinty that the request of 
the Chinese authorities for the 
closure of the opium houses will 
duly be forwarded to it, Con- 
siderable misunderstanding would 
be obviated at Home, if the 
Council boldly declared its palicy 
in the face of the new situation!

chorus of laughter from his fellow. 
workers. The most interesting part of 
the work was yet to come. The Dutch 
foremen took up their stations at the 
‘onds of the boat that lay across the top 
of the sinkstuk, and at a given signal 
bogan to heave the heaviest stones 
in the bost into the coraers of the 
mattress. An indescribable din ensued. 
The coclies hurled stones on to the 
almost submerged sinkstuk with a will, 
and for several minutes the yellow 








water hissed and splashed under the 
abower of stoues, while the coolies added 
tothe din by yells, The end of the 
inkatuk had ‘no sooner begun to 
sink than the boate closed in over it and 
nes were abowered upon it until it 
reached the bottom, about fourteen feet 
below. Half still remained floating, and 
the coolies continued their efforte until a 
final shower of big stones took the other 
end to the bottom also, Then « cargo 
boat that had hitherto taken but little 
part in the fray over the o| 
and delivered another load of big stones, 
to keep the mattress in place. In all 
about sixty tone of stones, varying in 
jight from twenty to one-hundred 
pounds each, were used. Nothing now 
remained bat to recover the six anchors, 
and this was easily accomplished, as they 
‘rere buvyed, and the lsteninge wore 
carefully arranged for the purpose.

INTERNATIONAL 
INSTITUTE. 


The last lecture of the course on 
Western Constitutions at the Tnter- 
national Institute was delivered by Dr. 
Gilbert Reid (in Chinese) last Saturday 
afternoon. A good suber of Chinese 
and foreigners wore present. Mr. L. R. 
Wiley, Judgo of the, United States 
Court for China, prosided. Ho referred 
to the high excellence of the document 
drawn up as basis for the now nation and 
goveroment, and added that this was no 
proof of its Btness to China. This ques- 
tion he would leave to the lecturer of the 
afternoon to diséuss. 

Dr. Reid in opening his address said 

the Constitution of the United States 
was different trom the four already con- 
sidered, of Groat Britain, France, Ital 
and Germany, thoy could furnial 
valuable lessons to China in her search 
for a new Constitution, something could

The Constitution framed by thi 
of the Republic was drawn up in 1787, 
vas ratifiod by throo of the Btates the 
ame year, by eight in 1788, and 
by the other two in 1789. ‘Thus ratified, 
the Constitution became, as in its own 
Ianguage, the supreme law of the land ! 
the first President, sworn to observe that 
law, entered upon his duties ; and the 
new goveroment was inaugurated. 

In examining this Constitution, we 
find that it is the natural growth of old 
English precedents, and of the charters 
of the former English Colonies. Ia this 
respect it resembles the formation of the 
British Constitution, but it diffors there- 
from in being « written rather than an 
unwritten Constitution. In substance 
the American Constitution is English, 
the peculiarities that make it American 
mark its significance. In harmony with 
the English past, it was yot suited to 
the new conditions. It wasn conserva 
tive document, and yet it had the 
audacity of independont progress. With 
such a spirit, it may serve as & model to 
China. 

Examining more closely into those 
features of the Constitution that deserve 
the attention of the Chinese, there first 
stands out its union, The Articles of 
Federation drawn up in 1777, the year 
of peace with the Mother country, and 
adopted in 1781, were seen to be suit 
to hold the thirt-en independent States 
together, and todefond them againat

older goveramente of Europe. If the 
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independence of each State was 
desirable, it was equally desirable that 
some form of union be consummated 
—aunion which should have a govern- 
ment just as real as the government 
of each State, This union was federal 
union, different in many respects 
from ‘the uuion of the French depart- 
mente, of the Italian States, and of the 
different iogdoms, duchies, grand- 
duchies and free cities of the German 
Empire. In accordance with this 
wonderfully simple but complete docu. 
ment of 1787, there is » Central Go- 
veroment, and there are State Govern. 
ments. The latter retained their old 
charters or procesded to draw up new 
constitutions of their own, but beyond 
those—not above them—was the Con- 
stitution of ,the Central Govern. 
ment. The Constitution of the United 
States was not merely the constitution 
of thia Central Government, nor of esch 
or all the States ; yas & constitution 
that included all. There were not two 
governments, one superior to the other, 
oF liable to sntegonize oach other—aa 
actually took place in the war of the 
Secession—but one government with two 
aspects, like two sides to a sphere, The 
States have their own powers, their owa 
functions, their own obiefe or governors, 
‘own Upper and Lowor Houses, and 
their own separate constitutions, ‘The 
Contral Government has ita own powers 
aud functions, its President, aud its two 
Houses, but not its own constitution, 
The Constitution of the United States, 
as alroady stated, is the constitution 
both of th id of the State 
Goveromont. Each State, however, be- 
sides this constitution, applying equally 
to the Union and the State, bas auothor 
constitution that applies to its own 
independent entity. Many of the 
separate Stato constitutions declare the 
Constitution of the United States to be 
part of its law, thus showing that 
beyond independence is union, and that 
with upion is independence, 


‘This Constitution first defines the 
powers belong 
ment, tbe po 

thon, without making any 
leaves the residuum of 
powars to the States. Probably it will 
be found that by far the largest number 
of items belong to the States rather than 
Central Government. In 
Fespect the Constitulion of the United 
‘States differa from that of the German 
Empire, Furthermore, while mavy of 
the laws of the German Central Govern- 
ment aro executed by the officers of the 
States, in the United States federal I 
is executed by federal officors and State 
law by State officers. ‘Tho principle of 
centralization iy not 4s prominent as in 
either the Italian or French syste 
and in this respect they xorve av a model 
to China better than the Utited States, 
but in the matter of union, leaving 
certain powers to the Central Govern- 
ment aud cettaio to the States, Ohina 
can follow the United States.

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BACK TO THE 
LAND. 





July 


Few subjects of recent tims in 
England bave been discu-sed so 
much, both on paper and platform, 
fas the land question, For in spite 
of the dazzling fortunes built up on 
steel, coal, or engineering, it is 
nevertheless the fact that agriou!- 
ture remains—at least in so far as 
the numbers engaged in it are 
concerned—the most important 
industry in Great Britain, And in 
face of this, has to be realized the 
steady drain of human life from 
country to town, which year by 
year hus been growing more aud 
more serious, High railway rates 
with the consequent difficulty of 
transporting produce to profitable 
markets; lack of _organizati 
against scien'ific foreign competi- 
tion; obsolete methods,—the fond 
bub foolish principle on which too 
many English farmers unhappil: 
act, that “what was good enong! 
for my fathers is enough for 
me”—all these evils seem to have 
accumulated suddenly in late y 
to make farming unremunerative. 
‘Ab the same time the spread of 
education among the labourers 
brings with it inevitable discontent 
with actual surroundings, and the 
apread of newspapers conjures u 
pictures of the townsman’s hig! 
wages and many pleasures, with 
which the dull realities of family 
life on fif cen shillings a week, and 
the workhouse for old age, cannot 
compare in attractiveness. It used 
to be the fashion to say that there 
was no work for 
because seasons were bad: now i 
is almost coming to be trae—is true 
indeed, in some districte—that 
seasons are bad, because there are 
not hands for the work. There is 
reason enough for the cry of “ Back 
to the land” echoed by’ men of all 
shades of political feeling. Thus it 
was that Mr. L. V. Harcourt was 
able recently to bring in bis Smal! 
Holdings and Allotments Bill with 
the assurance that the subject at 
Teast was one to which all parties 
were inclined sympathetically. The 
idea is not 
‘Tb bas been attempted in Worcester- 
shire, a few great land-owners,

Harcourt’s Bill was anticip.ted, 
though in a much more modest 
form, by the Allotments Acts and 
particularly by the Small Holdings 
Act of 1892. “In France and Den- 
mark the Small Holdings principle 
may be scen in perfection, The 
pensant owns his land which des- 
cends from father to son. He farms it 
for himself and lives almost entirely 
on his -own produce: this gives a 











stimulus to his energies such ns no 


mere tenant knows, short, in 
the words of one of 
verbs, “My glaes is li 
drink in my glass." Why should 
not a similarly happy state of thi 
be produced, by suitable legit 
in rural England, to keep the 
labourer from drifting into the 
towns, by the golden lure of install- 
ing him as master of himself and 
his toil ? 

To attain this end Mr, Harcourt, 
proposes that the Board of Agric 
ture, to which all powers in this 
matter are to be transferred from 
the Local Government Board by 
special provisions of the Bill, should 
appoint two Small Holdings Com- 
missioners who will ascertain where, 
and to whab extent, there is a 
demand for small holdings. Local 
councils, of counties, boroughs and 
es, will report to the Com- 
ners, who will decide, upon 
all their information, whether the 
demand for small boldings is reason- 
able, and what steps should be 
taken to gralify it, Then it will 
be the duty of the Councils to 
acquire the land compulsorily by 
lease from the owner, and to re-let 
it id small holdings. If for any 
reason the Council refuses to 
carry out the injunctions of the 
Commissioners, ‘the Bill em- 
powers the Board of Agriculture 
to assume the Council's func- 
ire the requisite 
jefray its own expenses 
f the small holdings account, 
that is to say, out of the rent which 
will be paid to the Councils for the 
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Thands taken over in their name, bub 
without their consent. The other 
principal provision of the Bill is 
that every Council shall establish 
n Small Holdings and Allotments 
Committee “to provide the forma- 
tion of, and assist, co-operative 
societies and credit banks "—for the 
benefit of couree of the proapective 
small farmers. Two chief pointe 
among these provisions ab once 
afford material for much debate. 
In the first place there 
plete divergence from the principle 
of absolute ownership, io favour of 
perpetual tenure. ‘This marks a 
considerable difference not only 
feom the Irish Land Act of 1903, 
by which the landlords were 
entitled to a lump sum down 
from Government, after which the 
wsants would redeem their land 
y a certain number of years’ 
purchase, thereafter becoming 
absolute owners; but also from the 
present Scotish Bill which contem- 
tem, purchase or 
tenure. Possibly there are land- 
lords who would prefer a lump sum 
down for their property, Certainly 
there are theorists who object that 
no eystem but that of absolute 
ownership can succeed with small 
holdere, Bub on the whole the 
provision seems a wise one. The 
mull farmer will be absolutely 
secure from dispossession ; bub he 
cannot cripple himself by mortgag- 
ing his ground to supplement the 
deficiencies of his own incapacity, 
nor can he re-sell, for the possible 
reformation of big estates and 
absentee laudlordism, 
ped Southern Italy since the 
splitting up of the monastic lands 
in 1870. 

‘The second point for criticism is 
the interposition of the Councils 
between owners aud sma'l holders, 
‘The objection which some of the 
landlords have raised to this is, 
perbaps, partly a matter of senti- 
ment. But at the same time ib 
is a perfectly reasonable question 
whether in endeav ut the 
tenants under the control of bi 
which are directly responsible to 
themselves for ‘their conduct, 
and mays condemned in the 
polling booths, the Bill does nob 
rather substitute for the possible 
evil of personal squiredom, the 
worse one of bureaucratic tyranny, 
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In one particular 
closely touches all 
wuestions, Councils h 
toything but perspicuity. Nob the 
least of the present land difficultics 
inthe providing of euitable cottages: 
for the Inbourers, ‘To let ab six 
shillings a week, which, under 
canditions of life hitherto, is the 
ubmost that labourer can pay, 2 
cottage must be built for £150. 
That this can be done has been 
proved by the Model Cottage 
tabibition of two years ago at 
Letchworth. Unfortunately those 
little houses though perfect!y com- 
foruble aud healthy, are imper- 
nnisible by the majority of local 
building Inws of the country, with 
the result there are nob homes 
enough even for those who would 
remam on the land if they could. 
And this question of housing brings 
us to what is at pres: nt undoubted- 
ly the weakest point of the Bill. 
Men are not to be persuaded “to 
be fruitful and multiply and 
replenish the earth” by Act of| 
Parliament, .Before an allovment 
can be made workable and 
bubitible, @ cottage must be 
built on or near it, roads 
constructed, water ensur.d, fencing 
eweted; then there are the 
cecupant's initial necessities in 
seeds, plants and tools, For all 
this money is needed, and as to 
where thet money will be found 
the Bill ia regrettably vague. 
Apparently it ig to be derived from 
the tents paid by occupin's to the 
Council, the golden «ges which 
ako (apparently) are to form he 
tuelrus of the credit banks referred 
to above, besides contributing what 
is due from Council to original 
|nod-owners, ‘The inevitable con- 
closion is that the Councils must 
borrow, which they can only do by 
dint of imposing fresh rates, And 
usve all know, asier to put 
arate than to get it taken off, 
Tm fare curly days as yet, 
feweves, for prophesying evil.

THE INCOME TAX. 


A CONCESSION TO 
HO’ DER’ OF PENSIONS. 
London vid Bombay, July 4. 
In the discussion on the niodifica- 
tions of the Income Tax eontempiat- 
ed in the Budg-t, Mr. A-quith, in 
reply to Sir H. Seymour King, 
announced the important conces- 
sion that pensions, etc, received in 
respect of past service, would be 
classed as earned incomes, and 
would thus benefit by the lower 
rate for the purpose of assesement.

IN THE PUNJAB.
